THE MOUNTAIN MEADOW MASSACRE. 


Speeial Correapondence ef The Chicago Tribune, 

SaLr Laxe Crry, Jan. 1, 1875.—One cannot 
gain an intelligent idea of any great event with- 
out knowing the causes by which it was pro- 
duced. Waterloo could never be understood if 
only the iucidents of the battle were narrated. 

The causes which led to the Mountain 
Meadows massacre are interwoven with the fun- 
damental principles of the strange religion of 
the Mormons. Place yourself in sympathy with 
these principles, and you can obtain a faint oon. 
ception of the motives which actuated those 
whose hands bear the dreadful stain. Plunder, 
last, and personal animosity,{would never have 
prompted men to commit such a cruel, merciless 
slaughter, had not the teachings of a fanatical 
religious belief sanctioned the crime. 

The good precepts of the Mormon faith render 
the people generous, kind, hospitable. The 
black precepts areall embodied in this one fiend- 
ish act. 1 


FACTS, NOT FANCIES, 
AT THE OUTSET 

let me state that I have no desire to make his- 
tory. My duty is not to create events, but to 
record them. Where authorities cannot be cited. 
where I have not the names of authentic men to 
corroborate statements, I shall always mention 
the fact. Some of the incidents are probably 
fictitious, and I sball state that they are only 
rumors, yet I shall record no rumors which are 
not believed by those who ought to know, the 
truth. 

Seventeen years of mysterions darkness o' er- 
shadows the crime, and whére+he truth cannot 
be separated from the faiséhopds, both wifbe 
given, and time and the coufts of justice will 
distinguish between them. I have received the 
following causes from the lips of Mormons. 
From the First Presideacy’” down to ‘the 
humblest farmer, I have diligently sought out 
reasons. While they all attempt to soften the 
wiry edge of public opinion by mentioning the 
provocation which brongnt on the deed, I must 
bear witness that 

THE MORMONS REPUDIATE THE, CRIME. 

From no one have 1 obtained single word of 

approval, or aught that could be construed into a 
sanction, of the massacte. For the sincere, ear- 
nest Mormons I have learned to entertain the 
utmost regard. Devout piety, unbounded faith, 
and liberal charity, are predominant characteris- 
For several weeks I have been mingling 
all the various ranks and classes, and, in 
justice to myself, I must empbatically deny that 
this great crime ought to rest upon the shoulders 
of the people. No denunciation can be too se- 
vere, ho Curses too deep or bitter, for those who 
planned and urged on the crime ; but do uot infer 
that all this people are guilty. „I am under a 
thousand obligations to my friends in Southern 
Utah, and wish to state distinctly that the follow- 
ing pages are not intended ag a tirade against 
Mormons or Mormonism, but as an outspoken 
charge against the murderous thieves and as- 
saesins whe committed or planned the massacre.

AVENGING A PROPHET'S BLOOD. 

Joseph Smith is regarded by the Mormons as 
the Savior is by other Christian denominations. 
The Mormons believe in Jesus Christ, but not 
more firmly thao io this Latter-Day prophet. 
Both suffered martyrdom at the bands of in- 
furiatea mobs. The murdcrers of Joseph Smith’ 
are regarded with the same intense hatred that 
would attach to those of our Savior, had He been 
crucified in this age and day. One part of the 
great emigrant-tram came from the portion of 
Missouri from which the Mormons had beon 
driven, and at least one person claimed to have 
been at Lilinois when the prophet was killed. It 
is currently believed that one of the emigrants 
éwung a pistol above his head, and swore that it 
helped kill Joe Smith,” and was then loaded 
for „Old Brignam.” I have asked Mormons 
whether their religion would exonerate the man 


murdering the prophet, and they bluntly 
answered Tes.“ a 
AN APOSTLE'S MURDERERS. 
A well-known tenet of the Mormon faith is 
that husbands may forsake wives, and wives 


may desert busbanils, for religion’s sake. To 
gain admission inte the one true Church is worth 
infinitely more than family ties. At Cedar City 
a gray-haired man was pointed out to me, with 
the boastful assertion: There is a man who 
left a wife and four ehiidren in England, that 
he might join the Mormens in Utah.” The re- 
sults of this accursed doctrine are prominently 
connected with the bloody events of the mas- 


sacre. 
Parley P. Piatt was a bright and shining light 


among the early Mormons. He was one of the 
„Twelve Apostles,” and his influence was 
powerful and widespread. He practiced the 
doctrine be preached, and one of his wives, 
Eleanor McLean, was the wife of an Arkansas 
man. Deserting bef husband and children, she 
eloped to Utah with Apostle Pratt. Pining for 
her children, she induced Parley P. Pratt 
to return to Arkansas to obtain them. A true 
and devoted husbaud suddenly finds his home 
destroyed, the joy and light of his life stolen 
away, his hopes blasted, the future a desolate 
waste, and beart aod brain and nerves crushed 
by thd single blow of guother man's band! Is 
it strange that blood should be shed, if, while 
bis heart is yet a quivering mass of pain, the 
seducer again crosseé his path? 

Yet the Mormons see nothing criminal in 
Parley P. Pratt's action, and follow, with dire 
vengeance. the friends of McLean. Pratt was a 
martyr! His autobiography is selling rapidly 
throughout Utah, at present. The wife, Eleanor 
Pratt, died three weaks ago, in Salt Lake City, 
and a young man, who was ber son and McLean’s, 
followed with the moufners. 

The emigrant-train contained several persons 
who came from McbLéan’s neighborhood. At 
least one man was believed to have been inter- 
ested in the killing of Apostie Parley P. Pratt.

PROFANITI—POISONING SPRINGS—CHICKEN-STEAL-

There is or was a Territorial law prohibiting 
profanity. Some of the emigrants were terribly 
profane, and upon entering a town invariably 
inquired : *‘ Where ia vour damned old Bishop, 
or President?” Their profanity at last caused 
the authorities to attempt to arrest them at 
Cedar City. Resistance was made, and the 
authorities were compelled to abandon the at- 
tempt. 

Again, it is told that a teamster,in passing 
through the streeis of Cedar, brought his 
heavy whiplash down among widow Evans’ 
chickens and killed two, Remonstrated with, 
the man swore he would kill the damned Mor- 
mons as quickly as their chickens, if they inter- 
fered with him much more. 

Lee gays that while camped 2 miles beyond 
the town they tore down and burned 15 ‘rods of 
fence, and turned their stock upon the standing 
grain.

At least three men have told me that 
George A. Smith gave these orders. The enor- 
mity of the crime is apparent when we remem- 
ber thateertam death awaited these poor emi- 
grants in the shape of starvation. Even the 
Mormon side of the story Wiffors but little. I 
received it from a zealous defender of the Mor- 
mon religion, and give itin the very words of 
the honest old man. He enjoys the highest con- 
fidence of Brigham Young, and gives me full 
permission to use his name.

He traveled with George A. Smith from Santa 
Clara, which is on the very confines of Utah, 
and is the spot selectéd for the massacre. The 
Apostle had traversed the entire length of the 
Territory, and retraced his steps only after visit- 
ing the very place first selected for the butchery. 
Tbe man’s own words, read in his presence from 
my note-book, and approved by him, are as fol- 
lows: I traveled with George A. Smith through 
the settlements from Santa Clara. We stopped 
and preached at every settlement, George A.’s 
instractions to the people were that our enemies

ore going to make us more trouble, and that 


the people should be careful to save every spoon- 
ful of grain and lay it away carefully and rafe. 
They must not sell any o emigrants to feed 
horses, but should let them have enough for 
themselves. Their horses can eat grass better 
than our children. I never heard from George 
A. an idea or hint that we should molest or mis- 
treat an emigrant.” 
AT CORN CREEK 

George A. Smith and bis companion met the 
emigraots, and camped side by side with them. 
Only alittle stream intervened between the train 
and the camp-fire of the man.who carried the 
fatal instructions. The emigrants even solicited 
advice from Smith as to where they could find a 
suitable spot to encamp and recruit their teams 
previous to crossing the desert. He and his 
companion referred them to Cane Spring, the 
identical place where they were attacked! 

The Indians at Corn Creek furnished them 
with thirty busbels of corn! Prior to this, no 
aid or kindness had been received from any 
quarter, save when some Mormon braver than 
his follows would clandestinely steal into camp 
at dead of night, bearing whatever he could in his 
arma. The Indians befriendea them! That, 
too, at the very spot, Corn Creek, where the em- 
igrants are said to have been poisoned by the 


Indians ! 
ABOUT THAT POISONING. 

Lee says they poisoned a spring and that from 
drinking ite waters, or from some other cause, 
an ox became poisoned and died. The flesh of 
this ox was given to the Indians, and one or two 
perished, The Widow Tomlinson, just this side, 
had an ox poisoned, and iu attempting to save the 
hide and tallow the poison moculated into her 
system and she lost her life. Her son came very 
near dying also. 

This story is doubted by even the Mormons. 
Relating or rather reading it from my note-book 
to the honest old man who camped beside the 
emigrants, and who ought certainly to have 
dknown the truth, he said: “Dont say that I 
told you that I think it is true, but I don't 
know. And,” continued he, if you publish 
that evory, folks will disbelieve ail you write.” 

The United States officials, with Deputy United 
States Marsha! Rogers and a competent military 
surgeon at the headquarters, gaye the most 
thorough examination to the spring alleged to 
have been poisoved, and this is their report:

PREPARING FOR THE MASSACRE. 

From the swern affidavits of those who partici- 
pated in the slaughter it is conclusiyely estab- 
lished that Brig.-Gen. George A. ith, Col. 
William H. Dame, Lieut.-Col. I. C. Haight, and 
Maj. John D. Lee, held a council of war at Pa- 
rowan. They determined upon the place, the 
manner, and all the minor details of the mas- 
acre, Where the Califormia road crosses the 
Santa Clara Canyon the crime was to be perpe- 
trated.

EXADY FOR THE SLAUGHTER! 

From Cedar City the emigrants proceeded 
southwest to the Meadows, a distance of about 
40 miles. Camping at the Meadows, they were 
quietly resting their cattle and gaining strength 
te cross the desert. Suddenly, unexpectedly, at 
daybreak on Monday morniog, Sept. 10, 1857, 
they were attacked by Indians. 

At the very first firo seven were killed and 
fifteen wounded. Thoughtless of danger, totally 
unprepared, and im fact while most of them 
were yet asleep, they fell hopelessly before the 
bullets of their unseen foes. Had they possessed 
less bravery, less determination, the entire party 
wonid have been massacred on the spot. With 
a promptpess unparalicled in all the history 
of Indian warfare, these emigrania wheeled 
their wagons nto an oblong corral, 
and with shovels and picks threw up 
the earth from the centre of the corral against 
the wagon wheels. In an incredibly short space 
of time they bad an excelient barricade. An 
eye-witness says that it was done with such re- 


assassins were completely frustrated. 
; THE ORIGINAL PLAN 
had been, as before stated, to aitack them at 
Santa Clara Canon, but tne Indians became too 
impatient. These Battle-azes of the Lord,” 
had responded to the call of the Indian Agent, 
John D. Lee, and the liberal promises they had re- 
ceived caused the premature attack.

THE LAYING-ON OF HANDS. 
It is true Biblical doctrine, aud wondrous 
cures are effected thrpugh the instrumentality 
of faith. Bishod Higbee went out to the camp 
after these murderets had been brought from 
the Meadows, anointed the wounded limbs, 
went through all the process of ‘‘laying-od of 
hands,” aud fervently 1 2 that the Lord 
Jesus would heal them. y informant says: 
I stood by and watched nis motions and listen- 
ed to his prayers.” 

Leaving the emigrants safely intrenched be- 
bind their hastily-imorovised fortificatious, let 
us return to President Haight at Cedar. He 
had preached from the pulpit before the train 
arrived in his town that the people were not to 
trade with the Gentiles. One man heard that a 
young gentleman by the name of William A. 
Aden was with the train. Aden's father, 
in Tennessee, had once saved the life of this 
Mormon, aud out of gratitude he befriended the 
young man in some way. Soon afterwards a 
party of Mormons came up to the gate of the 
disobedient brother and struck bim over the 
nead with a club. His skull was cracked, and, 
althougl he is still living, his mind is, seriously 
impaired.

Years after the murder, Stewart and a Mor- 
mon friend were passiog the spot, and the 
former related the eireumstance. The friend 
asked what had been done with the body, ard 
Stewart pointed to a clump of bushes as the 
place where it bad been cncealed. Is it chere 
pow?” asked the traveler. I don't know,” 
coolly responded Stewart; let's go aad see.” 
Accordingly they went, and tbe horrified friend

made, and not the slightest traces of the scalp- 
ing-knife could be discerned. 

Two months afterward, a single Mormon— 
all bonor to the man!—gathered up the 
bones and placed them in the 
hollow the emigrants had dug inside the corrai. 
He acted upon his own responsibility, and went 


alone and unaided. He did the very best he 


could,sbut the task was horribly disagreeable, 
and the covering of earth which he placed over 
the bodies was necessarily light. The ravenous 
wild beasts soon dug up the bones, and they be- 
came scattered all over the ground. The kind- 
hearted old Mormon deserves none the less 
credit, and all good men will pray God,to bless 
him for doing what he could for the bones of the 
murdered party. 

There has been much doubt as to the number 
of the slain. This man tells me that just 127 
skulis were found. This does not include Aden’s, 
nor the three killed on the desert. The total 
number of the emigrants massacred, so far as 
is known, is 131. Two children are said to have 
been murdered afterwards, making 133. 

THE BLOODY GARMENTS. 

I boy who hvedin Cedar City tells me that 
every night during the batile, and for a short 
time after the slaughter, wagons aud men wore 
hurrying through the streets at all hours of the 
darkness. Supplies and reinforcements were 
constantly being sent out to the Meadows. A 
distillery has been established at Cedar, and its 
owner was with the militia. It is said he fur- 
nished large quantities of liquor to the soldiers, 
He was exceedingly enthusiastic over the bleody 
work, 

The garments of the mangled dead were partly 
divided among the Indians, and a part was 
brought to the Cedar City tithing office. This 
boy—seventeen years have made him a man— 
tells me that he slept in the tithing offices with 
two other boys on the night the gory spoils were 
brought into town. 

| A HAUNTED TITHING OFFICE. 

Klingon Smith had come in during the early 
part of the night, and had laid down in an ad- 
jacent room without seeing the boys. Early in 
the evening, several blood-stained garments had 
been thrown on the floor, aud piled in the céllar. 
At some time in the night the wagons arrived 
with the rémainder of the plundered goods. 
There was large quantities of it. The cellar 
was partly filled, besides the huge stack of 
articles in the main office. Bedding, clothing, 
pans, cooking utensils, chains, yokes, and in fact 
everything that could be takea from a body of 
wealthy emigrants, were stored in God’s holy 
Tithing Office! This edifice is sacredly dedicated 
to the Lord, and to the produce and gifte which 
are donated by his holy people. After such un- 
hallowed use bad been made of the building, it 
is hardly strange that even unsuperstitious 
people should have found the house hannted, 
After the murderers had gone away, suddenly 
the bloody room and cellar resounded with

: . LEE TELLS THE CRIME. 

John D. Lee was the first to disclose the hor- 
rible news. It seems to have gnawed to hard at 
the old man’s heart that he could not conceal it 
longer. He traveled up through the Territory 
and told, everywhere, that the Indians had mas- 
sacred a train! The world believed the tale, and 
no hearts shuddered with more intense horror 
than those of the Mormon people. A marked 
peculiarity of this strange people is that they 
seldom ask questions. The Mormons deserve to 
be as celebrated for their secretiveness as tlie 
Yankees are for their inqnisitiveness. A man 
tan travel through the whole of Southern Utah 
and never be asked bis name, occupation, or 
destination. They strietly mind their own busi- 
hess. For this reason, pews travels slowly. 

HOW THE TRUTH WAS TOLD. 

At last it was Whispered that white men 
helped the Iidians. No one believed it at first. 
The terrible rumors began to multiply rapidly. 
The secret which is shared by scores of people 
cannot be kept a secret long if it involves such 


horrible bloodshed. A large train passed through 
to California soon after the massacre, and 
learned some things.

Cuicaco, Jan. 4.— One simple reform in the 
administration of visi-prius trials is impera- 
tively demanded. It will be a fair day's work 
for one Judge to try three cases, with 6 jury, so 
as to close at 4o’clock. He will have to snub 
the usual prolix inquiries of counsel touching 
jurors’ qualifications. Why not swear the jury 
touching thetr knowledge of the case, or their 
connectio# with the plaintiff or defendant, and 
so end the taking up of nearly one hour of 
valuable time? A juryselected from different por- 
tions of the county would make it Impossible for 
it to be packed. Captious or frivolous objections 
should not be listened to; every case on the 
calendar called or dismissed; obviously, three 
cases tried would be 4 very fair aver 
But the greatest alteration I would make is 
the gross injustice forany Judge to put twenty 
cages On. the cail for one day, it * an im- 

ssibility for so many to be tried. ere will 

some witnesses who cannot come two 
days ih succession. This waiting destroys 
justice and N smart tricks and snap- 
udgments. Should any of our, Judges 
trv the three-trial plan, it would be 
eure to be adopted. A Judge of Assizce m 
England sits, if negged, until 9 o'elock in the 
evening. A like tri ould divest pompous legal 
gentlemen of some of their sarplus verbiage, 
as their speeches (to be effective) would be short 
aud to the point,—not discursive or wear to 
the jury. Indeed, soon the Judge would find 
out that long rigmarole would not pass fof legal 
effort, and so stop short his oratory. it is. 
the present system is unsatisfactory, and a posi- 
tive in justice.

JOHN BROWN. 


Lecture by Frederick Dougiass at Far- 
well al. 

Frederick Douglass lectured last evening in 
the Star Course at Farwell Hall toa large andi- 
ende, in spite of the extreme beverity of the 
weather, the night being one of the coldest of 
the winter. A lecturer who can draw 1,500 peo- 
ple from their bömes when the thermometer 
shows 10 degrees below zero mnét be regarded as 
a genuine attraction. After a short musical pro- 
gramme by the Star Orchestra had enabled the 
audience to get seated, Mr. Douglass made his 
appearance, amid s hearty demovsiration of 
applause, and, having produced a roll of manu- 
senipt, and sat for 4 moment awaiting 
quiet in the audience, he said he had selected 6 
somewhat revolutionary subject,—not to fan 
the flame of sectianal animosity, now happily 
dying out, nor to keep alive a senee of shame at 
past deeds which had borne fruit in tears aad 
blood,—-but to pay a just debt of tribute to 6 
historical character, one with whom the lecturer 
was we} atquainted ; to vindicate his name in 
connection with the circumstances with which 
that name had passed into history. The story 
of the bloody drama at Harper's Ferry was here 
briefly stated. On the 16th of October, 1859, 
there assembled nineteen men,—iourteen white 
and five colored,—armed and equipped for war, 
and who had brought arms to be dis- 
tributed among those who might be disposed 
to join them. These men took possession of 
Harper's Ferry, killed three men, liberated fifty 
slaves, proclaimed emancipation, held the place 
thirty hours, but were pearly all subsequently 
killed or captured’ by United States troops under 
command ef Col. Robert E. Lee. Among those 
captured alive was Capt. John Brown, the man 
who planned and led the moyement. He was 
badly wounded, and his captors, apprehensive 
lest he might die, hurried hun to Charlestown, 
and, before his wounds were heaied, he 
was hastily tried, condemued, and erxe- 
cuted. His body was given to his 
widow, and reposes among the 
topped Adirondacks. The ‘story was not 


one to please. but to pain; not to soothe, but to 


shock, suggesting thoughts of doutt. distrust, 
and danger. Nothing was lest by trath or 
gained by falsehood. We could afford to tell the 
story as it was, giving both sides of the picture. 

The time selected by Brown ‘and his men for 
the attack rendered it all the more appalling 
to the people of Harper's Ferty, who 1 ro- 
tired to rest, with no suspicion that an enemy 
lurked in the surrounding “darkness. They 
awoke to find the keen-edged sword of a 
slave ineurtection at their very throats, 
and the bloody work already begun. 
There was a strong popular feeling 
of indignation at thie c\itrage, aud for a time 
Brown's friends held their breath, not daring to 
speak; but it was soon found that something 
more than feelisg was needed to sit upon a thing 
% grave and stern and full of meaning. As an 
independent fact, there was tio denying that 
Joha Brown's raid was a terrible crime and out- 
rage; but no more than Sherman's march to the 
sea must John Brown's raid be considered as an 
isolated fact, standing alone. This bloody fruit 
of Harper's Ferry was planted and ripened by 
the heat and moisture of .200 years of bondage; 
the alarm-cery was started more than 200 years 
ago, when Christians swatctied people from 
their homes im Congo, aud darried them tos 
Christian land. 

Bat he should not philosophize ; be should 
simply speak of John Brows ashe was—one of 
the greatest heroes and martyrs of modern times. 
[Applause.] The lecturer was suspected of hav- 


4 ing bad a hand in the John Brown raid—so 


strongly suspected that Gov. Wise sent some of 
President Buchanan's United States Marshals to 

Rochester, with a pressing invitation to go to 
Virginia and be present at Jon Browu's trial : 
but they got into town a short time after the 
speaker had left it, and so he was unable to 


| avail himself of Gov. Wise’s distinguished con- 


sideration. [Laughter.} He shonid claim nosbare 
and no credit in the matter. He did not advise 
the John Brown movement; be never advised an 
act of blood; he never advided others to do 
what he was unwilling to do. 4 

he spent a night and a day with aman who was 
then a quiet mérchant im 6 country town. He 
was well and cordially received. The residence 
was small, aud not such as one would expect of 
a successful merchant. There was an absence 
of furniture almost Spartan in severity; the 
food was plain and solid; there were no hired 
servants; mo apology for homely fare; the 
mother and daughters did the sewing, and after 
the meal the boys helped to wash the dishes. Tho 
home was 4 fair representation of the character 
of ite inmates, plain and unvarnished. The 
master of the house was the master: every mem- 
ber of the family believed in him, and were con- 
vineed by him as by one having authority. God 
and duty ran like a shining thread of gold 
through all his utterances, He was plainly clad 
in home-made woolen and cowhide boots. As 
this time be was about 50 years old, straight, 

tall. are, aud vigorous. There was muc of 
the eagle in his bearing. Such was the man and 
his family, aud his manner of living, —Ossa wat- 
tomie Brown, the author of the Harper's Ferry 
raid. [Applause.] He had invited the speaker 
to confer with him in reference to the free- 
dom of the colored race, and he 
took down a map, and upon it traced 
his place along the mountains of Maryland and 

Virginia, where he proposed to take twentv-five 
or thirty armed men, well armed and provisioned, 

to begin the work of recruiting, and to draw 
men up, and inuré them to a life of hardship 
and discipline. His plan was not one of biood- 

sired and * to the Southern States, but to 
draw away the slaves gradually to these moun- 
tein fastnesses, pening the stronger men with 
him, and thus gradually weakening slavery by 
rendering slave property insécure, John Brown 
and the speaker sat from 8 in the evening until 
Sin the morning arguing the plan. The idea 
had haunted him for nearly forty years, standing 
before him like the angel in the burning bush. 

It was re to speak fittingly of such a man 
ae this. Although many years had since e:apsed.

FLY-PARASITES, 


To the Fditor of The Cano Tribune: 

Sm: In an extract from an article of mine in 
the New York Kvening Post, your types made 
me say that ‘‘I have pat up rather a nice speci- 


meu of a house from a blowing-fly.” This should 


read use.“ It is a very curious fact that, as 
you descend the scale of being towards the 
smaller animals, you find them to be infested) 
with their peculiar parasites, or lice. Thus, the 
lice found on the biowing-fiy are quite distinct 
from those I have observed on the house-fly. It 
seems to be a much more bighly-orggnized uni- 
mal, possessing the power of rapid motion, 80 as 
to render it somewhat difficult to secure a speci- 
men; while those on the house-fly are very slug- 
gish. Ther also v much in form,—the one 
bristling all over with formidable spines, some 
of whith are longer then the animal's whole 
body, while the other looks not unlike a small 
tortoise, comparatively smooth and innocent. 
Imagine the first enlarged to the size of an ele- 
phaat, armed all over with sharp spines, many 
of them aa long as the beak on some of our war- 
steamers, and you may read the history of one 
of these terrible monstets which, to

The leading produce markets were on the downward 
turn yesterday, chiefly as a consequence of larger re- 
ceipte, in present or in prospect. The demand was 
light, the shipping movement being still in abeyance; 
while the speculative element held off, pending the 
possibility of a further decline, The markets were in 
a very unsatisfactory condition all round, though far 
from inactive, or even sluggish. The number of peo- 
ple anxious to turn (on) an honest ¢ighth of a peuny 
was too great for that, 

Provisions were weakened by the larger supply of 
hogs. About 32,000 head were reported in, and the 
quality was generally good, This was a surprise to 
many, as bets had been freely made that the receipts 
would mot reach 20,000 on any day this week, Thear- 
rivals were not greater than could be comfortably 
used by our packers, even if there were 
no ‘shipping movement: but the recent 
strength im the ‘speculative articles was chiefly 
based on the expectation that we are on the tail end 
of the crop, and that the end of the tail would disap- 
pear befére the close of this month. The couatry is 
undoubtedly bare of hogs in some sections, but it is 
probable that enough remain to give Chicago packers 
all they want to do to the end of the regular packing 
season, though some points may be obliged to 
earlier on account of a cessation in the supply. 

Corn was weakened by the news that it is being 
freely marketed in Iowa, promising a considerable in- 
crease in the volume of our receipts ere long. Wheat 
turned downward in consequence of a decline in Liv- 
erpool, which was noticed in our isste of yesterday, 
but not generally known to the trade on the day pre- 
vious.

Organization of the New City Gov- 
ernment Nonday—- Mayer Cobb's Mes- 
„ sage—Features of the City Charter 
Which Now Goes Inte Operation. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicage Tribune, 

Bosrox, Jan. 5.—Mayor Cobb's inaugural ad- 
dress, delivered yesterday, is a very satisfastory 
document. The net debt has been increased 
only about $100,000,; notwithstanding the er- 
traordinary enterprises in which the city has en- 
geged. He thinks costly business of widen- 
ing streets ought to be suspended fer the pres- 
ent. He favors securing the land for a public 
park now, but thinks it would be unwise to at- 
tempt to improve i: immediately, and that, when 
improvement is begun, it should go on slowly, 
without increasing the public dept. 

The chief interest of the das, however, centres 
in the promulgation of the new city charter pro- 
pared by a Commission appointed for the pur- 
pose, The original members of the Commissiqp 


Otis Norcross, Charles G. Greene, and Charies 
Allen. 


Lemuel Shaw were appointed to their places. 
Judge Cartis died last September, but before 
that time the fundamental principles of the new 
charter had been fixed, and the work was well 
advanced, he having taken a great interest in it. 
The msin features of the charter are that greater 
stability ia given tothe Municipal Government 
by longer terms of office; that an entire change 
of either branch in one year is impossible; and 
that s large part of the work of administration 
is taken from the City Council and given toa 
Board of Commissioners. The control of the 
schools is divided betwéena Board of School 
Commissioners, elected by the people, and 2 
Board of six examiners, appointed by the Mayor, 
with the approval of the City Council. e 
Mavor is elected for three years, The 
Boaid of Aldermen will number twelve, one- 
third of whom will go out of office 
each year. The Board of 832 Couneil will 
be composed of two from each ward, one of 
whom will go out every year. There are to be 
not exceeding twenty-four wards. The School 
Commission will consist of two from each ward, 
elected foraterm of four years, one to go ont 
every second year. The charter maks provision 
for the following departments: The Public 
School Department; the Assessor's Department; 
the Law Department; the Police Department ; 
the Board of Works; the Water Board; the 
Health Department; the Fire Department; 
the Directors for Public Institutions; the 
Overseers of the Poor; the Trustees 
of the City Hospital; the Trustees of the Public 
Library; the Department of Public Grounds; 
the Board of Public Privting; the Board of 
County Accounts. Each of tuese will be gov- 
erned by a Board of Commissioners appointed 
by the Mayor, with the approval of the City 
Council. Most of the Boards consist of threo 
members, but dome of them of five. They are 
to serve for terms of from three to five years, 
only one member, or one-third of the members, 
being chauged in any one year in the regular 


course of things. These Boards bave the entire 
coutrol of these departments, e as they de- 
pend for appropriations on she City 


for some of their principal appointments. Tho

On the 8th day of last November Taz Tarzuxs 
reviewed, at as great length as the event de- 
served, the circumstances productive of and at- 
tendant on the beginning. some time previous, 
by Miss Chariotte E. Ross, of this city, of a suit 
tor breach of promise against one George H. 
Fancher, of Stockton, Cal. It is difficult, at 
first thonght, to find a valid reason for the 
deep interest which the public never failp to 
show in a case in which a party who bas suffered 
in love should seek for a balm in the lew, which 
is in itself @ dry, matier-of-fact affair, with a 
course fully as free from smootb-running as that 
of trus love itself, and hampered with quite as 
many vexatious delays and crosses, It stands 
irrefutable, however, that not only is the disap- 
pointed lover, whom the occasionally fickle god 
Hymen has eluded just on the point of capture, 
prone to seek far redress, greeobacks, and re- 
venge in the courts, but that whenever such a 
case does come up it never fails to draw a very 
full audien¢ge. Land cases, concerning acres of 
city property; tax suits, involving mighty prin- 
ciples and millions of money; even marder trials, 
deciding the question of the integrity of the 
prisoners’ necks, are conducted without any 
noticeable increase iv the size of the court audi- 
ence, but let a tale of woman's love and mau's 
perfidy occupy the attention of a court, and the 
room is crowded with spectators, not the least 
interested among whom are the lawyers, who 
always flock in numbers to such scenes. The 
court-room of Judge Booth yosterday was by 
no means an exception to the rule when the 
case of Miss Ohariotte E. Ross vs. George H. 
Fancher, in which the plaintiff sought to recover 
$20,000 from defendant for breach of promise of 
marriage, came up for triai. An emfort was made 
by the counsel for plaintiff for a continuance, on 
the ground that the day before defendant had 
introduced, in the shape of depositions of parties 
in California, evidence impuguing the chastity of 
the plaintiff, and that, notwithstanding au agree- 
ment to that effect, no c:oss-examination of wit- 
nesses had been made. ‘The case was continued 
until 2 in the afternoon to permit of the oppos- 
ing counsel to meet together and determine as 
to what portions of the evidence reflected upon 
the character of the plaintiff. On the reopening 
of the. court, the eoungel for the complajmant 
stated that they had examined the depositions 
and stricken oft such of their contents ap ro- 
flected on the character of their client. Lhe 
Court then decided that on the condition that 
nothing should be permitted to appear in the 
depotitions questing plaiutiff's character, he 
could ordet the case to proceed. A jury was im- 
paneled forthwith, and the trial of the case was 
proceeded with, 

Before the paneling of the jury was completed,

entered the court, and took a seat beside her 
counsel. She presented the usual melanqholy, 
handkerchief-in-hand appearance of ladies who, 
disappointed in fickle love, seek for consolation 
in filthy Imcre. She was neatly dressed in a 
black velvet cloak, trimmed with black lace, satin 
skirt, black velvet hat, trimmed with purpie vel- 
vet and large feather, mink muff, laveuder kid 
gloves, and’ balmoral boots. Personally, she 
presented the appearance of a determined lady 
vergiug upon 40 years of age, large and well pro- 
portioned,: bus the important question as to 
whether her face poseessed a suilicieney of 
charms to have ever induced matrimonial inten- 
tions on the part of the defendant hai to be left 
Undecided, as her features were successfully 
penne from the vulgar gaze by a heavy black 
lace veil. 


THE DEFENDANT 
presented the appearance of a poorly-preserved 
man of 50 or more, saliow of complexion; and 
without a fine.in his face to indicate that he had 
ever yielded to a tender emotion of any kind, not 
to mention that which has always been Ieoked 


upon as tho tenderest. 


IN, OPANING THE CASE, 

the counsel for the prosecution set forth in prop- 
érly tender and eloquent terms the meeting of 
the parties to the suitin Stockton, Cal.; their en- 
gagement io marriage; their traveling together 
as wan aod wife from Stockton to Chicago; the 
subsequent cooling of the defendant's affection, 
and his subsequent alleging that before marry- 
ing a lady of such formidable proportions be 
would require to spendafew months qn the 
Pacific Siope, to recuperate his physical energies, 
which had been exbausted in their little trip.

RESUMPIION OF SPECIE-PAYMENT. 
To the Eadvtor of The Chicage Tribune; 

Cutcaeo, Jan. 5.—Being a member of a mer- 
cantile firm of this city, aud one to whom the 
continual fluctuation ef gold causes; much 
trouble, as well as losses sometimes, I would re- 
quest a small apace iu your valuable journal to 
give my views as a merchant on the resumption 
of specie-payment. Gold for years past has been, 
and is considered at present as, merchandise. 
The price of nearly all merchandise is regulated 
by the supply and demand. Now, we all know 
gold as merchandise is in short supply; hence it 
is continually sold at a premium, or at a price 
showing this article to be scarce. And, while 
this scarcity in this bountry continues, the price 
will be bigh; but suppose the United States 
Government autborizes an issue of bonds enough 
in value when sold to redeem every greenback in 
this country, and sells these bonds in Europe 
for gold, what would be the effect of such action 
on gold, ag it is quoted to-day at III? Why, 
in twenty-four hours after such action by the 
Goverument you would see gold decline full 5 
per cent, bringing it down to 10644. 

But one asks why this sudden decline, as there 
is yet no more gold? I reply, It is but the 
natural result of all such transactions with 
merchandise that has been gold for more than 
ite real value, because of scarcity. But now 
there is a prospect of plenty, but as yet only a 
prospect ; vet all bolders of the overvalued ar- 
ticle will seek to realize on and sell what they 
feel certain will'cauge them a loss by holding. 
But go a step further, and suppose the bonds 
sold, and gold in the Treasury, ready to be 
coined, together with that now in use in this 
country, and you would see another decline of 
at least 4 per cent,—making gold at 102, and 
vet hot a dollar more of gold in circulation. But 
ho ders of gold will be as anxious to sell eventhen 
as the bolders.of greenbacke will be to hold on, 
both having confidence that the Government can 
and will pay its greenback in gold; and, on the 
payment of the first dollar by the United States 
in gold for a greenback, the greenback will be 
as good as gold; haying provided itself, as before 
stated, wiih more gold than sufficient to pay all 
its nback promises. 

1 Congress may legislate for years, and 
politicians make stump-sveeches by the million,. 
and all advocate resumption of specie-payment ; 
but, withont the specie to resume payment with, 
and a surplos besides, it wij) be all labor in vain. 
There &re many who believe that, as soon as s 
greenback is redeemable with gold, a class of 
speculators will obtain all the greenbacks, and 
demand che gold. To such I would ask, Would 
not the National Banks be apt to have control of 
most of the greenbacks of the country? And, 
if the gold was obtained, it would be obtained by 
them, and held to secure their circulation. But, 
you answer, their circulation would be presented 
for gold, but their loans and discounts would be 
drawn in to more than balance this, and those 
outside of the banks, wno had succeedea in ob- 
taining possession of alot of goid, would not 
find it profitable to hold merely for the sake of 
having it, but would soon be seeking a profitable 
investment for it, and distributing it again to 
parties Willing to pay interest for 1. use; and 
so it would find its way into our banks to be re- 
loaned. Undoubtedly some would attempt the 
above, but their number would be few indeed.

e DETAILS OF THE DEATH. ; 

Capt. Ward was predisposed to -apoplery, bay- 
ing sustained a severe attack of the dread malady 
in 1869, and a ligbt shock in the spring of 1873, 
but for the past year he was in the enjoymeat of 
exceedingly good health, notwithstanding the 
closeness with he applied himself to the manage- 
ment of the manuifold business enterprises in 
which he wasinterested. On New Year's Day he 
was apparently in the best of health and spirits, 
and made several calls upon intimate friends. 
Saturday morning be was rather late at his office, 
it being a few uunutes after 10 o'clock when he 
arrived there, but the employes noticed that his 
éye was clear, his step firm, and everything 
about him indicated good health, After the 
transaction of some private business he left the 
office, which is at the foot of Wayne street, aud 
started up town, with the intention of visiting 
the Superior Court. He turned up Griswold 
street irom Jefferson avenue, and wheu opposite 
E. K. Roberts banking-ollicg, only a few feet 
from the avepue, be was seen to fail to the side- 
walk. Ine Street was crowded with people at 
the time, and several gentiemen who were close 
by Sprang to his assistance, and raising up his 
prostraie body carried bim into Mr. Roberis’ 
office, Medical assistance was promptly sum- 
monued, aud im a very few minutes Drs. Farraud. 
Brown, aud H. E. Smith were in attendance. 
Their efforts to restore Capt. Ward were quite 
useless, death having evidently been almost 
instavtauegus. 

A few minutes later Coroner Griffin arrived at 
cho office and held an inquest. Mr. R. W. King 
who saw Capt. Ward when he 
vriefly to the facts, aod the physicians concurred 
in pronouncing apoplexy to have becn the cause 
of death. The usual verdict was returned, and 
tue jury retired? wid 

CAPT, WARD'S EARLY LIFE. 

Eber B. Ward was born in Cavada—although 
of American parentage—on Christmas Day in 
the year 1811, aud was, therefore, at the time of 
bis death, 63 years of age. The residence of bis 
Parents m Canada was Only temporary, and 
after the troubles occasioned by the War of 1512 
had subsided, they returned to their eld bome- 
stead in the Lown of Weils, Rutland County, 
Vt., a mostdelightful locality, where the sub- 
ject of thi sketch remained unil he was 6 
years of age. In 1817 his parents decided to 
remove to che South, and set out for Kentucky, 
but while op their joarney Mra. Ward was taken 
iil and died at Waterford, Pa. This event ied 
tae father to abandon bis original intention, and 
he decided that he would go to Ohio. Afier a 
short residence ju that State the family came to 
Michigan, aud likedit so well that they de- 
termiued to make it their permanent home. 
When young Eber came to Detroit with bis 
father in 1341, the town boasted of only one 
lame building. a log-cabin with a cedar bark 
roof constituting the popular styie of edifice. 
T he arrival of ove of the iittle vessels that made 
ap the lake fleet, the largest being only 30 tons 
burden, was a gieat event for Detroit, and ibe 
entire population, men, women, aud children, 
would tock down to the river to get a sight at 
the strange Kae. Ax that time not one of these 
crafts was owned in Detroit, aud the only means 
of water ¢ommunicauion between this city aud 
Buffalo was aflorded by the little brig Hunter, 
Such wae the couditton of the marine interests 
with which youbg Ward was afterward to be so 
exteusively concerned, 

The year following young Ward's arri val in 
Detroit be accompanied his fatuer to Marine 
Uity, and m 1624 taey removed to Mackivac, 
where, foratime, the oid gentleman acted aa 
lighthouse-keeper. It was in this year that 

vung Ward, tuen only 13 years of 1105 began 
his marine life as cabin-boy upon a small schoou- 
er, Young as be was, he displayed much of tha} 
strong self-reliance, firmness of will, aud keen- 
ness of perception, which sere among bis dis- 
tinguished characterisucs in after ufe. He was 
unuting aud fartbtal m the discharge of his 
humble duties, aud displayed so much energy 
and activity that bis uncle, Mr. Samuel Ward, 
wuo was tien a prominent skip-builderat Marine 
City, gave the young cabin-boy a cierkship ip bis 
warehouse, an establishment which at that early 
day was considered a very extensive one. Here 
he was afforded a goodopportunity for obtaining 
an insight into the mauoer mu waoich sbip-build- 
ing and marine transactions generally were ca.- 
med on, and the humble position proved the step- 
ping-stone to the vast fortune which be subse 
queutly accumulated solely torough bis own ex- 
ervione, 

BARLY MARINE VENTURES. 

Young Ward was provident and economical, 
and out of his small salary he saved money 
enough to purchase one-quarter interest in the 
schooeer Gen, Harrison. The boat was not 
properly bandied, and was losing money, when 
he, in tue year 1835, took command of ber, cut 
down expenses, and used such good judgment 
in management that the season proved a paying 
one, instead of a losing ove, as had been antici- 
pated. Subsequentiy Mr. Ward commanded 
other veasele with success, fora long time run- 
ning between St. Joseph and Chicago. After a 
time he formed es partnership with his uncle 
Samuel, and was extensively engaged in ship- 
building at Marine City and in steamboating. la 
1850 Capt. Ward came back to Detroit, where a 
larger field for marine operations was offered. 
For many years be Was the proprietor of & 
line of steamers plying between Buffalo and 
Chicago, and in this business waa successfal 
in making a great deal of money. He was un- 
tiring in his efforts to advance the marine inter- 
eats of this vicinity, aud the results of his labors 
speak for themseives. Among the steamers and 
sailing yessels which Capt. Ward built, some of 
which are stall plying the lakes, were the Gen. 
Harrison, the Champion, Samuel Ward, the 
Pearl. Atlantic, B. F. Wade, Montgomery, Hu- 
ton, Detroit, Pacific, Ocean, the Caspian, Planet, 
Arctic, and many other smaller craft, whose 
Dames are not readily available. 

Of late years Capt. Ward granually withdrew 
from marine business, and invested his capital 
in other directions, although at the time of his 
death then mber of barges which he owned and 
employed in the traneportation of his lumber and 
iron would have been considered by an ordinary 
man asa heavy investment. : 

LAND AND LUMPER INTERESTS. 

Something over twenty years ago, after the 
railroad poly became rettied, Capt. Ward saw 
that the steamboat interests would suffer by the 
rivalry, and with keen foresight resolved that he 
must seek pome other method of investing his 
capital. In the course of s conversation with his 
uncle, he suggested the propriety of buyi 
lands, but the elder gentleman shook his bes 
gravely and was inclined to look upon the project 
with disfavor, “But we must do something 
else with our money,” said Capt. Ward, “and 
what shall it be?” The uncle was obliged to cop- 
ters that he did not know, and the Captain de- 
cided without much hesitation that the specula- 
tion would be a safe one. As usual, he was right. 
He invested heavily in tracts of land, and 
continued buying and selling for the next ten or

Some 
years ago be lied the Burlington & South- 
west Railroad with the sum of $250,000 for the
